I    fhls  report  gives  revised  estisates  of  fam  production  of  ailk,  diepotltion  of  the  vUk  prodaoed, 
j    and  incoae  froa  it  for  the  years  1940-44.    Ivery  five  years,  i^en  data  ifrom  the  Oensat  of  ^igrleoX- 
I    tore  beooae  availalile,  eorrantly  issaed  annoal  estimates  are  rerviewed  and,  if  ncttMearj,  rerlsed 
f    iii  line  with  lafomation  from  the  Oensoa  and  other  sources.    Where  estinatee  tot  the  eeuatu  year 

I are  revised,  those  for  the  inter-eensal  years  are  adjusted  to  provide  the  host  po«si'bla  Beatore 
of  year-to-year  change  trm  one  Oensas  to  another.    Host  of  the  new  infomation  considered  im 
connection  with  the  accompanying  revisions  oame  from  two  sooroes  —  the  1945  Oectsns  of  AgricBlturo 
and  the  Qovemment  Dairy  Prodootion  Payment  Program. 

Data  from  the  Oensas  considered  in  aakiag  these  revisions  werei    nomlDer  of  all  eevs  and  heifers 
2  yews  old  and  over  on  farms  Jazuiary  1;  nomher  of  cows  milked  daring  1944}  miUc  prodaoed  daring 
1944;  and  milk,  hatterfat  in  cream,  and  hatter  sold  daring  1944.    The  extended  period  of  the  1946 
enameratioa,  which  in  some  States  lasted  as  long  as  6  months,  added  to  diffical|iee  in  evaloating 
figores  ohtained  on  soch  items  as  milk  production  which  varies  seasonally,  and  ^  tdiich  the  level 
of  prodaction  at  the  time  of  enameratlon  tends  to  inflaenoe  the  report«d  level  vt  the  annoal  figaro. 
This  factor  had  to  he  considered  in  hasing  revisions  on  Oensas  data.   As  asaal,;ths  Oensas  material 
was  also  analyzed  for  inecopleteaess  of  coverage  and  for  weaknesses  inh«rent  to.  ehtaining  acoarate 
annoal  reports  on  prodaction  or  sales  which  farmers  think  of  ooly  in  terms  of  dally,  weekly,  or 
monthly  totals.    Slight  differences  in  groapings  on  milk  and  cream  data  betwefq,  the  Oensas  and 
annual  estimates  were  also  taken  into  accoont  in  the  revisions. 

the  Salry  Production  Payment  Pro-am  provided  information  on  the  amounts  of  mil|c  and  hatterfat 
sold  by  farmers  in  1944  and  1945  on  which  Ck)vemment  dairy  prodaction  teeentiva'payments  were  made. 
While  these  indicated  a  minimum  level  of  sales  of  milk  and  hatterfat      ffach  State,  allowances  had 
to  ho  made  for  Izieoapleteness  of  coverage  of  the  program  and  for  diffsi^e&ces  la  dofinition  between 
the  payment  data  and  the  it ems  on  which  estimates  were  made.

Indications  of  milk  cow  nambere  and  milk  prodaction  from  these  nev  eoajfoos  were  oonsidered  along 
with  carrent  sample  data  from  crop  reporters,  qpeeial  dairy  reporters,  and  famere  reporting  em 
semi-ana nfcl  livestock  surveys;  assessment  data;  and  State  farm  census  material.   Kaview  data  on 
milk  atilizatlon,  used  in  coimection  tfith  diq^altion  and  sales  estiaat^a  incladedj    dairy  plant 
records  of  milk  and  cream  receipts;  milk  equivalent  of  mEtnofactored  d&irjT  prodofts;  data  froa 
milk  control  agencies,  and  indications  of  milk  and  cream  consuatption.    She  revised  estimates 
shown  here  were  adopted  as  the  figores  which  appear  to  best  represent  the  trae  level  of  the 
several  items  and  their  changes  from  year  to  year. 

Hcmbers  of  farms  contributing  to  the  milk  %mp^}^ 

Sufflbers  of  farms  reporting  production  and  sales  of  milk  and  varioas  ailjc  prodoota,  as  reported 
in  the  1945  Oensas  of  A^icalture  enameratlon,  are  shown  in  table  11.    Oat  of  a  total  of 
5.9  million  farms  in  the  T&iited  States,  4.5  million,  aboat  three-foorths  of  the  total,  reported 
milk  prodaoed  in  1944.    Some  3.5  million,  or  slightly  more  than  half  of  those  with  milk  prodoo- 
tion, reported  ineoaae  fvtm  dairy  products  sold.    Paras  reporting  whole  ailk  sold  totaled  1.2  all- 
lion,  those  reporting  cream  sold,  1.2  million,  and  farms  reporting  ftara-ehorned  batter  seld, 
.2  million.    Since  some  indlvidaal  farms  reported  more  than  one  prodoot  sold,  the  total  noaber 
of  farms  for  the  three  indlvidaal  items  exceeds  the  number  reporting  on  the  valaa  of  daizy 
prodacts.    Only  559  thoasand  farms  were  classified  as  "dairy  faraa"  on  the  basis  of  receiving 
■ore  than  half  of  their  income  from  sales  of  milk,  cream,  or  batter.
